Two Kinds of Farming. 


There are two methods of farming in common prac- 
tice in our community, and specimens of each may be 
seen in almost every neighborhod As the practical 
results derived from them are so widely different, we 
invite the attention of our readers to a few thoughts 
upon this subject, with the hope that they will care- 
fully examine their own practices and ascertain wh'ch 
method they are following. 

For the purpoee of illustration we will denominate 
the one the economical and progressive method and 
the other the wasteful and exhaustive method. These 
two methods do not always exist as distinct and well 
defined practices but are often found blended together 
in the same example and more or less shaded into 
each other; the latter, however, more frequently pre- 
dominating. By the former we mesn that practice 
which aims to steadily improve the soil, so as to in- 
creaee its productiveness from year to year; which 
tends to develope all the resources of the farm to their 
fullest capacity; and which gives, in the end 8s a re- 
ward of labor, competency and independence to the 
owner. By the latter term we refer to that haphazard 
practice whereby the work is done at the halves, or 
left ' ndone, and where the leading object in view is 
to get as much out of the soil as possible, without mak- 
ing any adequate return for the crep,—-the result of 
which is to run out the land,—rnn the owner in debt, 
and force him to conclude that ‘‘farming don't pay.”’ 

The one deals not with probsbilities, but is based 
upon a definite and well-matured plan of operations, 
which is to be rigidly carried out so far as circum- 
stances will permit. It requires a judicious expendi- 
ture of time, money and other resources, and the exercise 
of skill and judg ment in the management of the farm. 
The other deals with lack and chanee; goes by guess; 
operates without any regularity; and undoes this year 
whet was partly accomplished last. Consequently 
both time and money are misepent for the want of 
intelligense and forethought to direct in the perform- 
ance «f the labor. 

The progressive farmer works undersiandingly for 
the accomplishment of a certain purpose with a good 
prospect of success. He labors intelligently and in 
accordance with his adopted plan, and he can afford 
to do his work well, for he expects that it will remain. 
Not so with the exhaustive farmer,—he works at ran- 
dom without any definite end or aim, and succeeds or 
fails according to his luck. He cannot stop to do bis 
work thoroughly—it don’t pay. 

e former is industrious and economical; he buys 
only what he needs and pays for it. He lives within 
his means, contented and peaceable and thereby he 
bas means to live. He spends his leisure hours at 
home with his wife and children, either in adding to 
their comfort and happiness, or in etoring his own 
mind with some useful knowledge. He is strong, 
hale and bappy. He is respected and loved by his 
neighbors, because he respects and loves them. The 
other spends faster than he earns, lives beyond his re- 
sources, buys much that is useless and is always in 
debt. He spends bis spare time either at the store 
or the shop, drinking and smoking with his fellows. 
His mind be comesvitiated by ‘‘evil communications;”’ 
he neglects bis family, quarrels with his neighbore; is 
miserable and unhappy himseif and makes others so 
by his actions. 

The ove, inspired by a love of his calling goes 
ahead, clears up his farm; removes the rocks and 
stumps and converts them into neat and durable 
fences. He improves his stock, keeps his buildings in 
good repair and seeks to embellish and beautify his 
home so as to make it pleasant and attractive; his 
march is to the front; his watchword is *‘onward;’’ 
and he must and will succeed by the force of bis own 
indomitable energy and purpose. How different the 
course of the other. He retreats a little farther each 
yerr and yields up a little more of his cultivated patch 
to the encroachments of the weeds and bushes. He 
never digs any rocks but drives over and around them 
year after year, destroying more tools and spending 
more time in a few seasons than will be necessary to 
remove them, and patches up his old, rickety fences as 
long as they will stand alone. His buildings go to 
decay because he is too ppor, or too slack to repair 
them. He never sets out any trees nor plants any 
shrubs or flowers sround his home to make it lovely 
and attractive, but allows the thistles and nettles 
to grow in wild profusion, because he intends to sell 
out. No wonder that his family are discon'ented and 
leave ‘‘the old piace’’ to seek happiners and enjoy- 
ment eleewhere, Finally be becomes discouraged, is 
convinced that such farming is poor business, gells out 
and tries some other employment. 

We are aware that in imagination we have drawn 
these two rural picturee in strong contrast, yet there 
is hardly a echool district in the State where their 
countepart, in nearly every respect, may not be seen 
in real life.

Rambling Thoughts from the West. 


,. Inthe Farmer of Aug. 27th, I noticed an article 
,;>by_ Mr. Emerson of South Norridgewock, entitled 
‘The West vs Maine,’’ which attracted my notice, 
particularly, as [ used to reside near that place, aod 
was in the same situation, as the youny men spoken 
of by Mr E., and knowing very well the means put 
forth, and the fine stories told by Western Railroad 
Companies and land agents to keep up the tide of 
emigration, that is continually flowing from New Eng- 
land to the great West, [ thought that a few words 
from me might interest eome wavering brother among 
the readers of your excellent and valuable paper. [ 
| am one of the great many that have left their native 
State, to seek homes in the great valley of the Mis- 
siesippi; and [am not ashamed to own that I ama 
Yankee, and that [ was raised in the good old State 
of Maine, By a glance at the map you will sec that 
Lam in or near the central part of Missouri. St. 
James is on the South Pacific Railroad, one hundred 
miles from St. Louis the gieat metropolis of the State. 
We have in this State « great variety of soil, some of 
which is as goud farming Jaad as can be found in any 
Stare; then again, there is a great portion (especially 
in the southern part of the State), that is poor, 
rough and rocky for agricultural purpores, being of 
no use to the farmers but fer pastures, orchards, and 
vineyards. But ia the poorest of these barren hills, 
is found the best quality of iron ore in the United 
States, much of which, is every year shipped to the 
large [ron Works of Pennsylvania, to swelt with their 
inferior ore, to make that suitable fur market which 
would otherwise, be useless to the manufacturers. The 
climate is very healthy, te'ng about seven hundred 
feet above the level of St. Louis; we have, most of 
the time a five brecze, even during the hottest deys 
of summer. Fever and ague are not much known 
here except along the streams and lowlands. 

I have been here nearly five years, and during that 
time, I have endeavore to find out, whether or not, 
this was a better S!ate to live in than Maine, and af- 
ter a careful cons‘deration of the subject, [ think there 
is hardly so great a d fferesee in favor of Western 
emigration, as most of us are led to be'ieve. Howev- 
er there are many things to be thought of by the ( would 
be) emigrant before be can make-up his mind cor- 
rectly, whether he shall come West; or remain in his 
native State. 

In the first place, I wou'd advise no man having a 
farm in the East, to sell out and come West upon any 
one’s ‘‘say fo?’’ bat take a trip, and see for himself, 
the beauties of a Western country. Next he must 
consid: r his wants, snd his object in life. 
he must know what he is living for, and what great, 
mester he is serving, whether he is serving the Lord 
or his own selfish d’sircs. 

Now if a man’s greatest happivess cor sists in count- 
ing his worldly porsessions, his broad acres of land 
unter caltivation, bis vast herds of horses, mules, 
cattle and swine, runaing at large on government 
land, or his ability to **t:ex’’ all his neighbors to a 
giaes of whiskey every time he comes to town, and 
a bottle full left to carry home, if this is your happi- 
ness, [ say come out Weat! Cone! ‘by all meams, 
come! an‘ enjoy life to the extent of your poor ignor- 
ant mind. But on the other hand if a man canrot 
make those things his greate't enjoyment, but prefers 
the society of religious, mora', chureh-going pecple; 
preters to live in a2 community where temperance 
reigns victorious, where peopie who advocate the cause 
of temperance are respected, where intemperance, 
gambling, profanity, Sabbath-breaking, and like 
vic s ar? spurn d from among men, and those that 
follow them rejected from all decent society, not 
being fit subjects for the associates of virtuous people, 
if a msn prc fers this latter place, I say then, don’t 
come West! unlees you join a.colony of your own peo- 
ple and come as a missionary to civilize and reform; 
and you will have lifelong work before you. 

I consider it en impossibility, to rear a family of 
children in the extreme West, and make such noble men, 
and noble women of them as con be done in New Eng- 
land, where the advantages of education are so far 
superior; where virtue is protected, temperance hon- 
ored, and where the noble traths of religious and 
moral training are looked after and supported, in- 
stead of eupporting thousands of miserable diamshops 
and gambling dens. 

God has made this very beautiful and preductive 
country, abounding with all kiods of fruit that the 
appetite can crave; but the wickedness of man has 
polluted, it with ¢trife and drunkenness.

Wearner Notes. An inadventure prevented my 
forwarding my weather notes for August; but I will 
improve the time of this welcome rainy day, to give 
you a few items of this place, for that and tbe follow- 
ing month of September, 

The average temperature for August was 71.66 deg. 
The average far the last 40 years, 64.15 deg, The 
warmest day was the 9th, 82 deg. The coldest day, 
the 27th , 61.88 deg Rain fall 4.70 inches. The 
first frost, and a slight one, occurred on the night of 
the 26th. The average temperature for September, 
was 68.37 deg. Average for the lsst 40 years, 56.16 
deg. Warmest day, the first,, 75 deg. Coldest days, 
the 11th and 30tb., % deg. Rain fall0.90deg. The 
season has been an uucommon one. [ts tempera- 
ture has been higher by several degrees, than that of 
any one in the last 40 years, if not for a longer term. 
It bas been @ singular sumwer im many other re- 
spects. There hes been no storm, so called, during 
the time—only slight showers. The weatber has beea 
eo constantly warm, that the crops are come two or 
three weeks forward of commoa years. 

One thing I have noticed with regard to the birds, 
and especially of the swallowe; that they left fer other 
parts considerably earlier them usual, August 3d, [ 
observed an uncommonly large number of swallows 
skimming over the fields, and alighting upon the 
! fences and bushes—oa the following day they had 
all disappeared, 

It is said that the fountains of water are lower than 
ever known. Yet the crops at this place have not 
suffered to so great an extent as { have known many 
times before. {he raio-fall has been very light; yet 
what few showers we have had, have been singularly 
timely and refreshing. We can say of our creps, they 
ate all good—and especially of the apple crop, there 
js almost too much of a good thing. G. W. G.

The fair at City Hall, like the Cettle Show at Saco, 
opened under very unfavorable circumstances, the 
rain on Monday preventing the entry of maty arti- 
cles on that day, and the uncertainty of the weather 
on Tuesday morning, undoubtedly prevented many 
people from bringing in their contributions. In point 
of varety and quantity, the Fair is not up to that of 
many past yesre, yet the display as far as it goes is 
very good. The show of vegetables was good, that of 
potatoes erpecially so. Moers H. Hussey, of North 
Berwick, as might have heen expected from bis known 
interest in this branch of busbandry, exhibited ten 
varieties. 8S. M. Blake, of Biddeford, exhibited fifty- 
seven varieties of vegetables of excellent quality, and 
not easily excelled or even equalled. Among his lot 
we noticed eight different kinds of potatoes. Jobn T. 
Davis, of Biddeford, made an excellent dieplay. Among 
his show of vegetables, we noticed twenty-four differ- 
erent varieties of potatoes, twenty of beans, seven of 
corn, twelve of small reed, together with tornips, beets, 
carrote, &c. Mr. Davie aleo exhibited several varic- 
ties of apples, one barrel of] wheat, and two lots of 
cranberries. We were ditappointed in the show of 
fruit. Reports from all quarters seemed to indicste 
that the present was an unusually fruitful year, and 
we looked to see a display in this brench equal if pot 
superior to that of any previous year. We counted 
sixty baskets and trays of appler, most of them small 
Jots. Of pears twenty-one dishes were to be sev. 
Most of the pears were small, but one among them is 
said to measure ten inches in circumference. In the 
line of grapes twenty-five emall lots were exhibited— 
very delicious looking. We noticed one cluster of 
Sweet Water over a foot in length.

Germany’s Progress toward Unity. 

The sudden rise of that part of Germany under the 
lead of Prussia to the position of the first military 

power in the world renders everything relating to her 
history and internal policy of peeuliar interest. No 
further apology is necessary for the presentation of a 
few facts that may assist our readers in comprehend- 
ing the political problems that are agitating her 
people. 

The old German empire was a couglomeration of 
’ kingdoms, duchies, principalities and republics, as 
loosely joined as were the thirteen American col- 
onies previous to the formation of our present consti- 
tution, The emperor was chosen by a small body of 
electors, -who represented the varions states. He was 
rarely stronog enough to exert much real authority 
over his powerful vaesals. After Leopold I, who died 
in 1705, the imperial title was an empty appendage to 
the crown of Austria. In 1806 Francis II. resigned 
the title. A few years afterwards a Customs Union, 
or Zoll-verein, was formed by treaty among most of 
the states, and has continued with some modification 
to the present day. This relates solely to the collection 
of duties on imports. Instead of each state having its 
tariff laws and collecting its own duties, a uniform 
rate is established, custom houses maintained only on 
the frontiers of the common territory, aad the pro- 
ceeds divided equably among the several states com- 
posing the union. 

In 1848 an attempt was made to unite Germany 
into an empire on the basis of a liberal constitution, 
but the King of Prassia refused to accept the imperial 
crown, the revolutionary parliament at Frankfort was 
dispersed, and the old order of things reestablished. 
The attempt, however, went far enough to give tha 
progressive party in Germany a definite programme 
for futare effort, viz., the establishment of a confeder- 
ation with Prussia at its head and Austria excluded. 
From that time till 1866 there was a strong party 
throughout Germany in fevor of this project, but the 
despotic governments of the other States constantly 
defeated the mild occasional attempts of Prussia to ac- 
complish it by moral suasion. 

When Count Bismarck became the prime minister 
and leading spirit of Prussia, he declared that he had 
no faith in moral conquests, and that national unity 
could only be obtained by blood and iron. Bismarck 
is a man of keen fosesight, of great energy and few 
scruples. For three years he was the tyrant of Prus- 
sia, disregarding every constitutional law, levying 
taxes without legislative authority, and practically 
suppressing the freedom of debate in the Jegislatare. 
In 1866, Prussia was shaken by violent internal strag- 
gles, but this did not prevent Bismarck plunging in- 
to war with Austria to decide the question of the lead- 

ership of Germany. The victory of Sadowa decided 
the German question and placed Prussia among the 
first powers of Europe. The treaty of Prague which 
closed the war, established a new confederation, that 
of North Germany, and excluded, Austria from all 
part in German politics. The South German States, 
embracing Bavaria, Wurtemburg, Baden and Hesse 
Darmstadt, were left nominally independent, but they 
could mot avoid signing 4 traaty of alliance with North

Prussia alone has 25,000,000, 
having absorbed Hesse Cassel, Nassau, Hanover, 
Frankfort, and some other States, with « population 
of 5,000,000, by bare right of conquest, at the time 
of the war with Austria. The strong national senti- 
ment, intensified by the present war, will very likely 
put itm the power of Prussia to draw within the 
cirele of the North German Confedetation, the States 
of Bavaria, Wurtemburg, Baden and Hcsse Darm- 
stadt, with their 9,000,000 of people, The main ob- 
jections on the part of these States to union with 
Prussia are, first, differences of religion, the former 
Catholic, the latter Protostant; second, the unwilling- 
ness of the reigning families to give up their crowns; 
third, the illiberal character of the North German

The last days of his life were 
quietly and calmly devoted to the final arrangement 
of his earthly affairs, to pleasant and loving parting 
interviews with friends and neighbors, and to thought- 
fal benefactions to those dependent upon him, whose 
lot bad been less kindly than his own. To those who 
were privileged to stand at his bedside, to hold him by 
the hand, and to listen to his words of wise counsel 
and affectionate farewell, it will always be s delightful 
and cherished memory. Although never making any 
f-rmal religious profession, his faith and trust in the 
loving Father of all was strong and unshaken, and he 
had so lived,

The qua: ry slave at night scourged to his dungeon, 
But sustained and soothed by an unfaltering trust,

Ga The Pembroke Iron Works are doing a brisk 
business this season. They are now fully sup- 
plied with steam power to take the place of water io 
time of drouth. They are mostly occupied at present 
in the manufacture of ga8-plate (from which gas pipes 
are made) hinge iron, axe iron and tire iron. Exc»pt 
the water power, which is insufficient, Pembroke has 
no natural facilities for the making of iron; every 
pound of ore and pig iron, and all the coal used have 
to be brought from Pennsylvania, Nova Scotia and 
other distant parts. This establishment thrives be- 
cause of the excellence of the iroa it turns out, and 
this owing to skill in combining the various kinds of 
crade iron which enter into tho fiaised product, and 
to maitnruiness in maintaining the standard, Every 
locality producing crade iron furnishes a particu- 
lar quality, which is very constant. To produce 
finished iron of a desired quality it is very rare 
that one single kind of crude iron is used. A 
little of this, a little of that, aad some of the other, 
are put together, always using as muoh of the 
cheaper kinds as can be without injuring the quality 
of the compound. Iron workers are constantly ex- 
perimenting in these combinations, and when = suc- 
cessful result is obtained, the ingredients and propor- 
tions are kept secret.

A ProcuamMaTion By THE Prestpent. For some 
time past French armed versels have been cruising off 
New York and also off Chesapeake Bay, watching for 
outgoing and incoming German vessels, French and 
Prussian ageats have also for some time been quietly 
engaged in purchasing arme and other military sup- 
plies in this countrv, and shipping them for the use 
of the belligerents abroad. Complaint having been 
made of this attempted violation of the neutrality of 
the United States, a meeting of the Cabinet was called 
on Saturday last, and on Sunday a proclamation was 
issued by the President, declaring that any use of the 
waters within the jurisdiction of the United States by 
tze armed vessels of either bellizerent, whether public 
shipe or privateers, for the purpose of preparing for 
hostile operations, or as ports of observation on the 
ships of war or privateers, or merchant vessels of the 
other belligerent lying within or being about to enter 
within the jurisdiction of the United States, must be 
regarded as unfriendly and offensive and that during 
the present war no ship of war or privateer, of either 
of the belligerents, shall be permitted to make use of 
any port, harbor or other waters within the jurisdic- 
tion of the United States, as a station or place of re- 
sort for any warlike purpose, or for the purpose of ob- 
taining any facilities of warlike equipment. And no 
ship of war or privateer shall be permitted to sail out 
of or leave any waters subject to the jurisdiction of 
the United States, from which a vessel of the other 
belligerent ehall have previously departed, until after 
the expiration of at least twenty-four hours from the 
departure of the other vessel. Regulations are also 
made with reference to the use of our ports for coaling 
and obtaining supplies. 





Disasters TO Marne Vessens. The schooner Ed- 
ward King of Jonesport, loaded with spiles and bound 
for Jonesport to New York, was found bottom up off 
Round Shoals, and towed into Edgartown a week or 
two since. She is supposed to have been capsized and 
all hands lost. The captain’s name was D. J. Mans- 
field, of Jonesport ; the mate, Wallace Cole, of Machi- 
asport; and Levi Mansfield, one of the crew, was a 
brother of the captain; the other man of the crew be- 
longed at Machiasport, name unknown. The captain 
leaves a wife, and the mate a wife and several child- 
ren. 

Schooner Ella of Stockton, from Bangor to Boston, 
sank off Wallis Sands on Friday last. Capt. John 
Reed, Levi B. Knight and Charles Howard, all on 
board, were saved. The schooner was a sixty-three 
ton vessel, loaded with brick and lumber. She sprang} 
aleak Thursday night at 12 o’clock, between Boon 
Island and Portsmouth harbor; tried to make Ports. 
mouth harbor, and failed, being too full of water to 
make the entrance. The flag wae hoisted union down 
for assistance, but was not noticed by passing veseels, 
although seen at Whale’s Back Light House, three 
miles distant. The keeper of the light put out a notice 
to inward vessels that the Ella needed aid, but none 
of them passed near enough to read it. The Bila sank 
in an hour and a half at anchor near Saddle Rock 
Reef, one and a half miles from Wallis Sands. The 
wind being northeast, a heavy sea op, but the crew 
landed at Wallis Sands ina high tide. The Ella's 
masts are several feet above water at high tide. The 
vessel is a total loss, and is breaking up. Her deok- 
load of lumber, laths, &c., is strewn along the beach. 
Her deck has washed ashore, Her cargo was consign- 
ed to Boston parties. 

Somerset Rattkoap. ‘Lhe Direotors of the Somer- 
set Railroad Company, have applied to toe City Coun- 
cil of Lewiston for aid in. the sum of $109,000. Lew- 
iston to exchange city bonds for first mortgage rail- 
road bonds to that amount, to purchase iron for the 
thirteen miles of the road between West Waterville and 
Norridgewock. The City Council appointed a delega- 
tion to visit the Somerset Valley to inspect the line of 
the route and report upon the same.

The follow- 
jag sbows one trait in strong relie* 

“I taught one of the youngest of the Chinese,’’ said 
Mr Hervey’s eon, ‘*to mash the food for the bozs. 
was much surprised, when we had finished the first 
lessons, to observe him, without hint or instruction, 
carefully gather the twenty or thirty kernels of corn 
which he had wasted to the ground during the process 
of feeding, and add them to the mash. I should have 
thoughtlessly trampled them in the ground; he saved 


them, just as thoughilessly, perhaps, from old habits 


of economy.’’ 

The laborers are quartered in ten or twelve sleep- 
ing-rooms, six or sven meu to the room, They 
have discarded the bedsteads and mattresses’ pro- 
vided for them, and prefer wooden bunks with 
strips of matting. They are large and tall men, aver- 
aziog from 140 to 160 pounds. In other respects the 
features of the New Jersey expetiment seem to be 
tae same as those di scribed at North Adams. 





Fresca Wan Damaces, A writer in the leading 
French agricaltural journal makes a summary of the 
losses of the farmers of France in the scven depart- 
ments which have been invaded by the German armies. 
He sets down the aggregate in money at eight hundred 
millions of dollars. This estimate is based on the cal- 
culation that more than ten millions of acres have been 
overrun, and that the loss in growing crops, stock, 
farm houses ani implements, canuot fall below eighty 
dollars an acre. The invasion could not have come at 
a worse season of the year, as the harvests were about 
ripe. The same writer estimates the loss of able-bod- 
ied men swept into the French armies and otherwise 
taken away from productive industry, at four hun- 
dred thousand, which is probably below the mark. 
Every day’s continuance of the war adds frightfully to 
the sum total of loss to the courttry in property and 
life, and the diversion of labor from its usual produc- 
tive employments. The aggregate cost of such a war 
is absolutely beyond computation. 





Tue New Nationat Loan. Secretary Boutwell 
publishes a notice of the terms and conditions under 
which he will issue proposals for subscriptions to the 
new national loan of $1,500,000,000 authorized by 
the recent act of funding the national debt. The 
subscribers in equal amounts to the four and five per 
cent bonds, having thirty and ten years to run, will 
have the firet preference; then the subscribers for 
equal amounts of each class; and third, the subscrib- 
ers for the five per cent bonds, according to the pre- 
mium which they offer or order of subscription. A 
deposit of two per cent will bz required at tue time of 
subscription, and payment may be made either in 
coin or five-twenties at par, the coin to be applied to 
the redemption of five-twenties. The bonds to be is- 
sued to be of the denominations $50, $100, $500 
$1009, $5000 and $10,000, either registered or 
coupon, and are exempt from all taxation.

Seizure of anoTueR American Fisuinea Vesset. 
Clara F. Friend, of Gloucester, is reported by tele- 
graph to have been seized for violation of the fishery 
laws, and taken into Charlottetown, P. E. I. This 
makes the third seizare of Gloucester vessels by the 
Provincial authorities this season. In the two former 
cases the action of the law officers was severely com- 
mented upon by the newspapers of the Island, which 
denounced the proceedings as high-handed and illegal, 
and calculated to permanently injare the business of 
the fishing ports.

rs, Oct. 5. A dispatch just received from Char- 
ae to-day, ome the following: The Prus- 
sians gained some ——— Epernon yesterday, 
which opens that place to their arms. For a time the 
Mobiles and Franc Tireuree fought courageously, bat 
were unsbdle to contend against the vigorous artillery 
fire of the enemy. 

Fontainebleau, Oct. 4. A detachment of Prussians, 
several hundred strong, made an attack on the Franc 
Tireurs here to-day, and were handsomely repulsed. 
The Prussians retreated toward Chailly. 

Tours, Oct, 5. It is reported here to day that 
fighting is going on near Orleans. A dispatch from 
Belfort says that the Franc Tireurs had defeated a de- 
tachment of the new Prussian army which recently 
crossed the Rhine near Colmar. 

The Belgian papers are filled with accounts of at- 
tacks made on scattered German outposts by the peas- 
antry. In St. Dezier the German troops were fired on 
and many killed and wounded. A force was sent to 
levy 500,000 francs for the offense, but the Mayor 
invited the officer commanding to t urn the town, say- 
ing that be neither dared nor would execute any such 
"Ths German works at Sillanconrt have been shelled 
by the French gunboats on the Seine, which were only 
driven off after a coneiderable 


4 eae il 
wr the Attack on the Fortifi- 
setae Completed. 

Lonion, Oct. 5. Our correspondent telegraphs 
from Berlin that offitial advices from headquarters 
report the preparations for a regular attack on the 
fortifications and for the shelling of Paris as complet- 
ed. The siege guos and mortars arrived and have 
been placed in position for immediate operations. 

The whole German force now occupying the lines 
before Paris, consists of seven army corps, number- 
ing 280,000 men, besides the cavalry, which will car- 
ry the total up to 340,000. : 

It is understood that the garrison of Paris now con- 
sists of 850,000 National Guards, 50,000 regulars of 
the line and 200,000 Gardes Mobile. Regiments aad 
battalions are drilled incessantly, and it is confidently 
believed in the city that the army of Paris alone will 
at no distant date be more than able to assume the of- 
fensive, with success, against the investing force. 

Paris is surrounded by ditches, rifle-pits, barricades 
and other temporary defenses. The villas in the sub- 
urbs and the walls of cottages are loopholed for rifles. 

Sertics from Metz Repulecd. 

Saarbrucken, Oct. 3. The garrison at Metz makes 
sorties every day, but without important results, 
The French are always driven back with loss, Ba- 
ziine, who is in command there, alheres to the Em- 
peror. The besieged are constantly sending up bal- 
loons. A large cavalry brigade has gone to Tours. 

The Tribune's correspondent before Metz telegraphs 
on the 5th: The sortie made from Metz against 
Joury and was held by the 8th corps at noon on the 
81. The French wounded were left in German hands, 
but the dead were carried back to Metz. ’ 

Fort Quelen supported the attack. These diver- 
sions are useless except for discipline. 

Rumored Death of Gen. Moltke.

A Prussian Reverse. 

Tours, Ost. 6. The battle which occurred near 
Chateau Gailliard on the 4th has been productive of 
important resalts, The Prussians were defeated and 
forced to retreat. The position taken by the French 
was one that necessitated the evacuation of Pithiriers 
by the enemy. The Prussians abandoned that poiat 
with so mach precipitation that many cattle and a 
large amount of forage, &+., were left behiad, all of 
which fell into the hanis of the French. 

A Cavatiry Fight. 

Tours, Ost. 6, via London. Gan. Rigan reports 
from Chevilly, on Wednesday, that he had reconnoi- 
tered toward Tours with three brigades of cavalry 
and infantry and a few guus. He reached Chisses at 
7 o'clock, surrounded the village and took five Biva- 

rian prisoners and some guns. Ressagres’s brigade 
burned a village on the right, and the enemy’s caval- 
ry 500 strong, supported by 2000 infantry, were oblig- 
ed to retreat precipitately toward Paris. The French 
pursued them three hours beyond Toars. Gen. Rigan 
ascertained the presence with these forces of Prince 
Albert of Saxe-Altenbourg. A drove of cattle were 
captured by the French. 
News from Paris. 

The followlng is received this morning per balloon 
from Paris, dated 26th ult, and addressed on an open 
card, “E. H. Kidder, New York, by his 802 George’’: 

“Tell my family [am in no danger. There are 
plenty of provisions. The terrible stories manufact - 
ured by Bismarck regarding internal diseensions here 
are utterly false. The troops are in excellent condi- 
tion.” ° 

By the same balloon, bearing the same date, was 
received another card from Wm. Dreyer to E. Dreyer, 
Baltimore: ‘Our days are occupied with perfecting 
our ambulances, of which we Americans are jostly 
proud. There is no danger of famine for months to 
come. The city is well provisioned, and the troops 
are improving wonderfully. The city is quiet and 
very orderly, and there is no noise or disturbanc.,’’ 

Private letters of the 31 inst., received by anothers 
balloon this afternoon, confirms the above statement. 

London, Ost. 6. The Pall Vall Gazette hasa 
balloon dispatch dated Paris, Monday, which says

The Prussians have evacuated Mul- 
house and are now marching toward Alkirch. 

London, Sept. 7. TheGermans have occupied in 
force Pacy and Vernon, small towns in the Depart- 
ment of Eure. They were vigorously but ineffectually 
opposed by the National Guards. 

A despatch from Vendome dated at 6 o'clock last 
even‘ng contains the following intelligence. 

“The Prussians have been driven from Joinville, 
Toucy and neighboring villages in the Department of 
Eure et Loire. The French captured twenty prisoners, 
including one of Prince Albert’s Couriers. e road 
between the place Vendome and Touacy is thronged 
with the National Guard.

Provisions in Paris. 

A letter received by balloon mail thus describes the 
state of the commissariat in that city: Every butcher 
receives each morning a certain amount of meat cal- 
culated upon his ot sales. Against this meat he 
issues bills in the morning to his customers who upon 
the presentation of a ticket next morning, will receive 
the amount for which they have inscribed themselves 
at the tariff where the tickets have been issued by the 
butcher, equivalent to the meat which he is to receive, 
and he issues no more. 

Yesterday a decree was promulgated ordering all 
persons having flour for sale to give it up to the gov- 
ernment, at the current price, to be distributed to the 
bakers like meat to the butchers. 

The meat supply does not equal the demand and 
many persons are unable to obtain tickets. The res- 
taurants cannot get enough for their customers. 

Work is at a etand still, Gardes Mobile and Na- 
tional Gardes, who apply in forma pauperis, receive 
20 centa per diem. At present prices it is impossible 
for even a single man to purchase sufficient nutri- 
ment for this sum. It was supposed that the peasants 
invited to take refuge in Paris would have brought 
more than food enough with them for themselves and 
their families, but they preferred to bring old beds 
and furniture. 

Besides stores of flour and numerous sheep, we have 
22,000,000 pounds of horsefizsh. Srill, the misery 
among those who have no money to bay food, unless 
the government boldly faces the question, will be very 
great. Everything except beef, mutton and bread is 
at fancy prices. Ham costs 63 cents per lb.; salt and 
butter 82 cents per Ib. 

The Journal O/ficiel sxya that all the Mobile Gardes 
have Chassepots aud that 28,000 muskets of different 
kinds, chiefly Tabotiere, have been distributed among 
the Natioral Guard and 20,000 to the Franc Tireurs.— 
There are still 10,000 on hand. The same paper con- 
tains two pages of extracts from the replies of Pre- 
fects to a letter addressed to them at the beginning of 
July by the Ministers of [oterior, asking for reports 
upon the feeling of the ccuntry about the war. hese 
extracts show that it is the opinioa of the Prefects 
that the nation is prepared to support the policy of 
the g»vernment but is not enthusiastic for war. 
Newspapers are beginning to clamor for sorties. 
They declare that considerable engineering skill has 
been shown of late in strengthening the defemses, that 
individual men of the Gardes Mobiles and the Nation- 
al Gurads are full of fight, and that the armed force 
at our disposal has at length been brought into some 
shape.

Interior, bas just arrived from Paris. In his procla- 
mation to the people of the different Departments he 
has the following relative to affsirs in that city: 
} **By order of the Republican government I have 
left Paris to transmit to you the hopes of the Paris- 
ians and other of those who are seeking to deliver 
France from foreiguere.—Paris, invested for 17 days, 
presents & spectucle of two million men forgetting 
their differences to withs:and the invader, who ex- 
pected civil discord. The revolution found Pweris 
without guns or arms of any kind. 400,000 of the 
National Guard are now armed, 10,000 Mobiles and 
60,000 regulars are assembled —The foundries are 
casting cannon, The women are making millions of 
cartridges daily. Each battalion of the Nationals 
have two mitrailleurs and field pieces and are prepar- 
ing for sorties. The forts are manned by marives and 
are supplied with artillery of the greatest excellence 
and served by the best gunners in the world. Hith- 
erto their fire has kept the enemy from erecting the 
smallest work. TheEnciente on the 4th ult. had only 
500 cannon—now it has 3800, with 400 rounds for 
each. Every defence has its men at their poste. The 
Nationals drill constantly. Behind the Eociente is 
the third line of defence, the barricades of which are 
adapted to the genius of the Parisians. This had been 
achieved calmly and orderly and amid general patri- 
otism. The impregnability of Paris is no illusion. 
It cannot be captured nor surprised, and there is no 
danger of sedition or starvation, which the Prussians 
have been counting on. 

Various Items. 
Tours, Oct. 10, The carrier pigeons brought here 
by balloonists from Paris yesterday were sent back to 
that city to-day with dispatches from the Ministry 
here. 
Fourteen Prussian spies were recently apprehended 
near this city trying to procure information concern- 
ing the inhabitants, with a view to make requisitions. 
They were promptly shot. 
The Prefect de la Forge, who so energetically de- 
fended St. Quentin with the National Garde, behind 
the barricades and repulsed the Prussians, had re- 
ceived no military education, but was an editor of a 
Paris journal. 
Le Siecle has advices from the invaded departments 
which show that the situation is grave, owing to the 
enormous and repeated requisitions of the Prussians. 
The inhabitants are forming companies of sharpshoot- 
ers. A strong body of Franc tireurs arrived here to- 
day from Marseilles. They are composed of gentle- 
men from the South of France. 
Prince Frederick Charles is ill with typhus fever, 
and has ben obliged to leave the army. It is said he 
is now at Ferrieres, 
The Franc tireurs bave captured great quantities of 
cattle lately taken from the people by the Prussians in 
their requisitions, 
Garibaldi made a speech yesterday to the crowd as- 
sembled around the capital, in which he eulogized the 
volunteers and expressed his belief in the approach- 
ing redemption of France from the invader. He wore 
the Garibaldian costume aod hat and looks quite 
healthy, though not sturdy.

The Prussians were a seoond time repulsed at Cheri- 
zey, but rallied, and taking possession of the place, 
set fire tu it.

At last accounts from scene of yesterday’s battle at 
Athtevah, near Orleans, the Prussian cavairy was in 
close pursuit of the French troops.

A Torpid System. 
Sometimes, without any assignable cause, the physical strength 
and animal spirits give way, and a strange torpor falls alike on 
the body and intellect.

Mr. T. B. Thorpe, writing on labor in a newspaper 
office, relates the following story of Mr. Thurlow 
Weed and the late James Harper of New York: 

*“[ met Mr. Thurlow Weel, a day or two since, in 
the office of one of our leading papers, and I alluded to 
Mr. James Harper, and mentioned his views as to the 
way for a working man to acquire independence. Mr 
Weed reflected a mement and replied: ‘*[t was most 
emphatically the rule of James Harper’s whole life 
to study, not bow little he coald work, but how much. 
Mr. Harper and [ learned our trade more than fifty 
years ago, of Mr. Seymour, then the leading printer 
of the city. He was our master, and was one of the 
best men that God ever made. He resided at No. 46 
Jobn street, and lived directly opposite bis place of 
business. James and [ were partners. The advan- 
tage of having a good partner, where you worked 
month after month together at the same press, must 
be apparent. Often, after we had done a day’s 
work, James Harper would say, ‘Tharlow, let's break 
the back of another token—just break its back.’ I 
would lly reluctantly consent, just to break the 
back of the tcken, but James would ile me, or 
laugh at my complaints, and never let me off until 
the token was completed, fair and square. It wes a 
custom with us in Summer to doa fair half day’s 
work before the other men ani boy’s got their break- 
fast. James and [ would meet by appointment, in the 
gray of the morning, and go down to John street 
We got the key of the office by tapping on the window 
and Mr. Seymour would take it from under his pillow 
and hand it to one of us through an opening in the 
blind. A pressman,’ continued Mr. We®@l, ‘who 
could do twenty or even ten per cent. more work than 
usual was always sure of a situation. James Harper, 
Tom Kennedy, (long since dead) and I made the 
largest bills in the vicinity. We often earned as much 
as $14 per week—liberal wages when you remember 
that good board could be obtained for $10 per month.’ 

As Mr. Weed uttered these words his eyes lit up 
with the fires that illuminated his yougb, a d:h re 
was that expression 4 moment sbout his face that 
showed he was for an instant living over again what 
were probably the pleasantest days of hie varied and 
successful life.

It is something for the youth of country, thrown 
upon the world with no resoarces but their hands aud 
braine, to figure to themselves James Harper aod 
Thurlow Weed, tall, athletic, six feet high, splendid 
young men, of the best American type, shaking off 
sleep ere dawn and hurrying to their business.”’ 


Cash Value of a Laboring Man. 


It is often remarked of persons who do not possess any 
property, and who depend upon their daily labor for the 
support of themselves and families that they are ‘worth 
nothing,’ financially speaking. This language is gen- 
erally indulged in by men in the community who styie 
themeelves business mep, and who grt rich off the 
necessities of other mev. Let us examine the ques- 
tion financially, and see .if their agsertiods are cor- 
rect. 

Last year the price of common labor averaged $1.50 
per day. Admitting tbat the laborer received $1.50 
per day, and it required the whole of thst sum to 
support his family, nevertheless we contend that the 
laborer was worth in cash to his family, the eum of 
$7989. The amount he would receive for one year’s 
Jabor, at $1 50 per day, would be $47560, which 
amount would be the interest, at six per cent, on 
$7989, which latter sum would be the cash value of 
the laboring man to his family. ~

Ghe War in Europe, 


The Battle of Woerth. 


The following interesting description of the battle 
of Woerth, between the Prussians and Freuch, in 
which the latter won the first decisive victory of the 
present war, is given by “E. K.’’ a correspondent of 
the Boston Journal: , 








the determination of Prince Frederick to give 
battle in that vicinity, pushed forward his men to the 
steps of the flying enemy. On theevening of the fifth 
he found that McMahon’s forces were not far off, but 
were in a disorganized condition, the fright of the di- 
vision which had been vanquished at Weissenburg 
having been communicated to the whole line. He 
therefore determined to crown the success of the in- 
vasion by s crushing blow which would enable him 
to proceed toward Metz and Nancy, dri McMahon 
before him, and destroying all his hopes of communi- 
cation with the other arm which were just 
then (although he did not know it) about to suffer 
defeat. Bat he was now in the midst of a broken and 
rough country, whe re long forests cover the ancient 
hills from the sunlight, and where now and thena 
little town seems trying to sink out of sight in a coup- 
let of mowotain rims and grassy bowl. His advance 
was difficult, slow and full of suspicion; he went for- 
ward feeling that be was not thoroughly supplied, 
and dreading to go far until the supplies could come 
up. So he courted an encounter with an enemy 
which he knew had not force nor moral stamina at 
that time for a lengthy resistance. 

On the morning of the 6th he was approaching Tie- 
fenbach with a portion of his forces. Very early the 
sound of rifle shots, exchanged rapidly, was heard, 
and the advance was perhaps hurried on that account. 
Toe Prussians craved battle and went to it hungrily. 
Before the sun had got warm in the eky, the Crown 
Prince, with a very few staff officerr, rode hurriedly to 
the extreme front, and, like Lord Raglan in the first 
great Crimean battle, was soon the object of unlimited 
attention from the enemy’s artillery. Along a range 
of hills beyond Woerth the batteries were playing 
their liveliest, and with a recklessness which did pot 
argue continuance. The French were massed strong- 
ly on these hills, and their lines extended around so 
as to form a species of semicircle. Tie little village 
of Froschweiler, two miles from Woerth, was cram- 
on with French troops also, waiting to go into ao- 
tion. 

The picturesque town of Woerth stands in the ba- 
sin formed by « circular range of hills, steep, wooded 
in patches, and with vineyards scattered here and 
there, Beyond the town, on the northwest side, and 
in the direetion of Froschweiler, stands an ancient 
castle. A little brook, escaped from 


“The hidden bases of the hills,” 


wanders threugh Woerth, to lose itself speedily in the 
thickets. The town of Tiefenbach, on the southeast, 
and Morsbronn, on the south of Woerth, were held 
by the Prussians, who were slowly pushed toward a 
very formidable fire. The French must have at once 
scen that the forces of the Crown Prince were four 
times their own, and their artillery practice seems to 
have been acturted somewhat by despair. Still, the 
Freach were placed in the most advantageous manner 
for resistance, and McMahon, who, later in the day, 
appears to have lost his presence of mind, was whirl- 
ing about among bis forces, magnificent as an aged 
Apollo, eonstsntly pointing out to them their chance 
for aonibilation of the approaching enemy. The 
Eleventh Prussian corps of Hessian and Nassau troops 
began at perhaps nine o’clock, however, to descend 
the hill opposite the French, and under their fire, and 
continued steadily, unwavering, although they seem- 
ed marching to certain death. The tremendous clam- 
or of the shells, and the occasional dry whirr of the 
solitary mitrailleuse which was in position, made these 
veterans tremble and groan, bat could ot turn them 
back. The slopes were strewn with wounded, and 
now and then a stout man would jump into the air 
and fall, dismembered hardly to be recognized. The 
cries of the wounded were at one or two crises in 
this march so terrible that the French thought a gen- 
eral rout had commenced, and the artillerists stop- 
ped firing to gaze, mute, astonished. But still the re- 
lentlees march kept on. Part of the fifth corps, com- 
poeed entirely of Prussian from Posen—the 5th, 7th, 
58th and 59th regiments—many of the men with the 
Koeniggratz medals on their breasts, were now aleo 
engaged in this solemn promenade toward death and 
victory an‘ the columns began to blacken the whole 
hillside. Faras the eye could reach, back to the 
sombre line of wood, and appearing now and then 
dimly visible in the foliage, were the bright helmets 
of the dauntless Prassians. Lu some places the piles 
of dead left by advancing regiments obstructed the 
progress of those behind, and a long, prtient halt, 
under fire, was made by men who expected every 
minate to joia the slain. 

Meantime the outer battle-line of the French, the 
Turcos, the Zousves, and the “‘liners,’’ equally dis- 
tributed, had advanced partially down tbe opposite 
hill, and were firing rapidly, but with great lack of 

ision, at the relistices yet unresisting and on-com- 
ing mass. The French soldier usually goes heavily 
loaded with ammunition, carrying twice the number of 
rounds allowed to our armies; and with the Chasse- 
pot in his hands, aod his marvellous celerity of firing, 
he seems almost like a demon, constantly vomiting 
deadly fire and smoke. One echo, one roll and crash 
fol!owed anotber so rapidly that the interval between 
was hardly perceptible. But the tirai/leurs of the 
Prursians on the bill above the descending column 
now and then taugbt the Frenchmen that steadiness 
and precision of ait outvalued these rapid and use- 
less demcnstrations. 

The French have, since the battle was ended at or 
very near Froschweiler, to which they were obliged to 
retire, giving the name of that town to it. The 
Prussians call it the victoy of Woerth, and as such it 
will be known in history. The struggle extended 
over a very largetrast of ground, and ite shocks were 
felt in seven or eight villages.. McMahon had distrib- 
uted his scanty forces admirably, with a view to cov- 
ering the possible advance of the enemy from Stras- 
bourg toward Bitche, and they were drawn out over 
a large reries of hill and valleys McMahon appears 
to have suffered much anxiety from his powrty of 
forces before he had discovered the overwhelming 
presence of the enemy. He was obliged to leave the 


the most important points in the battle unoccupied, 
becauge be had not troops enough. At this place the 
French cavalry, which subsequently arrived there 
from another psrt of the field and got entangled in 
the vineyards, was slaughtered by dozens. Man and 
horse were shot down together, never to rise more, 
drowning under their gushing life-blood the currests 
of the generous grapes on which they fell. All along 
the French line,frem Elsahausen, on which the right 
of the Second Brigade of the Third Division was sup- 
ported to where the broken line ofthe Fourth Division 
faltered from the right of the Third, to Morsbropn, 
was the most astonishing slaugbter. 

McMahon, who, it seems, had been in the saddle 
the greater part of the previous night, and who bad 
hardly tasted food since the defeat of the Weissenburg 
day, had placed his First Corps on the right before 
Froschweiler, and on its left in the direction of Riech- 
shofen. This latter was amply supported by a wood 
in whose shadow Riechshofen lays. Two companies 
of this corps were detached at Nennweller, and one at 
Joegerstadt. The third division of this corps occu- 
pied, with the First Brigade, a species of ‘‘contrefort,’’ 
or light tortification, which ran out from Frosch weiler, 
and ended at Goisdorf. On its left it was supported 
by the’Second Brigade, and leaned its right om the 
village of Elsashausen. 

This wae a strong hold on so valuable a position, 
and the French Genera}, although he had hardly 36,- 
000 men under his command, had made it seemingly 
impregnable. 

But there were master minds at work on the oppo- 
site hill, and it was to turn the general position of the 
French, and make them change their front, that the 
terrible advance into the vailey of death between the 
hills whieh bristled with artillery was made. 

When the Prussians had reached the bottom of the 
hill they were naturaily in full possession of Woerth. 
In the town itself there were no soldiers. “The unfor- 
tut ate inhabitants were half dead with fright, as they 
had been listening to the continual screaming of shells 
above their heads for some hours, After the Prus- 
sians entered the town many houses were fired upon 
by the French, asa means of worrying the enemy. 
Here a Lazareth, or a ‘‘sanitary sta iom’’* wes very 
soon established, and the various ‘“‘Kranken corps,” 
at the riske of their lives, were bringing the German 
wounded into the captured French town. 

Just outside the Jittle bargh the slaughter had been 
so terrific that dead and wounded were piled together 
. and had to be picked out of the ghastly heaps, while 
shells were making'fresk victims close at hand. Sev- 
ers] surgeons were ki'led on the field. One prisoner 
told of being found at the bottom of a heap of dead 
men; and a Prussian officer whom we saw in Frank- 
fort relates with much gusto the manner in which the 
wounded rolled into a ditch in the valley to escape 
the bullets. He himeelf rolled in heavily wounded. 
Presently joinéd him auother, who died in a few min- 
utes. And by the time the battle was over he was in 
the midst of eeven other ghastly fellows; who had 
} rolled into the mud, just as he did, from instinct.

artillery all the forenoon, had now about sixty pieces 
on the hillg at Gunstett, opposite Morsprona, and 
protected their infantry, which charged in — num- 
bers on the second division, and the second brigade of 
the third division, at Elsashausen. The Bavarians 
and Wurtemburgers were in this charge, and fought 
like demons, losing less killed than either of the Prus- 
sian corp*, ‘“‘because,”” said a prisoner to me, *‘they 
never stand still long enough to be well hit,’’ It was 
the fearful fire of the batteries at Gunstett which did 
such havoc in the magnificent French cuirassiers, who, 
coming up on the reserve, ran iato a cross fire of two 


‘inimical batteries, and were ss badly cut up as the 


famous ‘‘Six Hundred.’? The cavalry of the French, 
although made of brave and valiant men, goes for 
bat little compared with the splendid horsemanship 
and gigantic muscles of Bavarian and Sexon troopers, 
and the 53,000 cavalrymen of the North German 
army are, generally speaking, better than those of 
France. In and around the vineyards at Morsbronn 
France lost many a gallant gentleman and gay soldier 
ou that bitter August day; and it will he a black 
hour, and a black memorial. 

The Prussians gradually appeared on the field three 
to one against the small band, who now battled with 
that ferocity which a protracted view of blood gives 
the Frenchman. There was in the charge at Eisa- 
shausen, some hand to hand fighting, in which both 
sides showed the animosity aroused by the mutual 
taunts before the war, but in general the battle was 
by rule and in accordane with commands clearly un- 
stood and quickly executed by both forces. It was 
only at the end, when the tremulous bugles were 


that th re was a mutual rash on either side for a final 
struggle. At last, even this ceased and the French, 
vanquished on the hills back of Woerth, and with 
their central right cleft in twain, found their crazed 
end disheartened leader, McMahon, fainting, in a 
ditch, with his horse killed under hiw. He revived, 
took a hasty view of the situation, anda retreat was 
ordered. it was protracted by the firet and second 
divisions, who sirewed their route with dead far be- 
yond Froschweilen. Hundreds of French, while en- 
deavor to retreat in good order, found themeelves 
surrounded and forced to surrender or be cut down. 
They were bivouacked in sight of their dying com- 
panions, and the mad stampede of the pursued and 
pursucr went op. 

Thus, on the 6th of August, the Crown Prince of 
the Prussian Kingdom advanced his offensive line, 
almost in exact unison with Steinmetz at and beyond 
Saarbruck, toward the important fortresses of France 
—-those very fortresses she had not properly prepared 
to defend, siace she bad counted on cutting into the 
enemy’s country. 

Of the extent of the victory, the number of pris- 
oners, and of arms taken, you have full details by 
telegraph. The French themselves :'o not disguise the 
fact that their defeat was absolutely overwhelming. 
Their loss is fully as many in killed as that of the 
Prussians, but this fact they are not yet willing to 
admit.
